Yokohama. April 3—Japan is passing 


through a peculiar political experience 


The house of peers has stubbornly 


refused to pass a taxation bill at a 
time of an acknowledge crisis in the 
internal as well as the foreign affairs. 


The power 'of the emperor was in- 


voked, with the result that the peers 
receded from their position and passed 
the bill by unanimous vote without 
amendment or change. 


Instead of ebir J distinctively govern- 


ment measure applied for by the cab- 
inet and endorsed by their signatures, 
the measure took the form of private 
administration by the emperor, who 
summoned the president of the hous« 
of wears and handed to him the docu- 
ment embodying' th.e imperial will as 
expressed by himself alone. 


The instant obedienpe of the h'ouse 


peers illustrates in a striking "way the 
fact- that- the ancient observance" of 
the throne is* by no means impaired. 


By a. great majority the emperor's 


action is taken as a most healthy sign 
and there is a feeling of general relief 
in the consciousness that there is in 
the empire a power of last resort which 
can be invoked wiljh confidence in 
times of a great public crisis. 


It may safely be said the emperor 


never rtood so high in public esteem 
as he does now. 


Submission, however, is by no means 


made without dome show of resentment 
ana it is generally felt that a deadlock 
may ensue, especially when the ques- 
tion of ihe final passage Of the budget 
comes up for discussion. 


Party feeling is also becoming ram- 


pant in the lower house. 


In opposition it was proposed to im- 


peach the government for having- -In- 
voked the imperial powre. 


A scene of the wildest confusion oc- 


curred curing the discussion upon the 
motion of impeachment, the premier 
himself appearing upon the 
rostum 


with the declaration that as long as 
he had the confidence of the emperor 
the diet had no power to remove him. 


TT'he motion for impeachment was re- 


jected by a majority of 38. 


The crisis in the foreign affairs of the 


empire has, in the meantime, become 
far more acutek 
The proceedings of Russia in Man- 


churia and Corea, combined with the 
extraordinary enterpretation 
put by 


Count Von Buelow upon the Anglo- 
German compact, are' arousing the 
belligerant spirit of the people to the 
highest pitch and it requires all the 
tact and management of the govern- 
ment to avoid the precipitation of war 
with Russia.

dience in the court room became etill 
and breathless as the climacteric period 
waa rounded.

oaer should be set at liberty at once, 
but tliere is a provision in the amnesty 
proclamation whjch says that tbosa 
who have violated the laws of war are 
excepted from its terms.

not General MacArthur has satisfied 
himself that Aguinaldo has not vio- 
lated the Jaws of war cannot be stated, 
as the prisoner would be permitted to 
take the oath of allegiance pending an 
investigation of his past conduct. 


Aguiualdo, having been the head ot 


the insurrection, undoubtedly - can 
held until further investigation is made, 
or until the circumstances which sur- 
round the situation in the Philippines 
makes it advisable to release him out- 
right, or otherwise dispose of him. 
These conditions, and the. general sit- 
uation and Aguinaldo's relation to 
them, were the subject of General Mac- 
Arthur's dispatch, and are being con- 
sidered by the authorities here who 
will have the 'filial disposition of the 
matter. 


The news of Aguinaldo's action WR 


received with evident satistaction b> 
the war department, and the opinion

The new druggists' association., In- 


cluding the druggists of North Adams^ 
Adams, and Willlamstcwn, was per- 
manently organized this morning, with 
John A. Rice of this city ag president 
and J. Wells- Thompson of Adams as 
secretary.

LAST NIGHT'S CAMFFIRE. 


All Previous Events Surpassed—State 


Officers Speak to G. A. E. Men— 


An Evening of Eloquence. 


All past events of E. P. Hopkins 


post, 209, G. A. E., social or otherwise 
faded Into oblivion last night; when, 
In commemoration of the 36th anniver- 
sary of the succession of events which 
terminated the civil war, the biggest 
campfire in the history of the p'ost was 
held in Grand Army hall. The quarters 
of the post, heretofore amply large 
enough for the accommodation of all 
gatherings 'of the post, were taxed to 
their utmost capacity and presented a 
gathering of Grand Army men and rep 
j-esentative business and 
professional 


men of the town, the equal of which 
•was never before seen at the post's 
headquarters. 
Boston, Holyoke, "Wai- 


tham, 
Greenfield, 
Colrain, Adams, 


North Adams and Willlamstown were 
all represented, and included In this 
number were the most prominent offi- 
cers of the state department. One 
Grand Army man stated it truly when 
he said after the event, "E. P. Hop- 
kins post has held Some big blowouts, 
but this- beats anything I ever attend- 
ed In Williamstown." 


The -whole story of the campfire can- 


not be told. 
To do that 
would 


, necessitate a complete history of the 
•winding up 'of the rebellion and many 
columns in addition. The speechmak- 
Ing lasted from shortly before 9 o'clock 
until nearly midnight, and it was a 
succession 'of good thoughts, until near 
succession 
of 
good 
thoughts, 


convictions 
and 
Opinions 
on 
na- 


tional 
questions, 
and 
war stories 


intermingled 
with 
an 
abun- 


dance of sharp wit and good Jokes. 
There was eloquence in plenty, and 
when the time for closing1 the meeting 
came as the toastmaster said, there 
was much' talent which 
had- been 


passed by. 


Commander H. H. Walker, to whose 


credit largely falls the success of the 
event, called the meeting to order and 
after a short introductory speech, In 
which he aJuded to the increasing 
death rate of the Grand Army in this 
state, turned the meeting over to the 
charge of his adjutant, W. L. Cr'osler, 
past commander, who, as a presiding 
officer at a Grand Army 
campfire, 


ranks in the A class. Mr. Crosier re- 
ferred to the fact that the night was 
the anniversary of the approach 
to 


Eichmond and Petersburg by the fed- 
eral forces, and then introduced the 
first speaker of the evening, Rev, Wil- 
liam K. Stocking of Hopkins post, who 
presented the greetings of the post to 
the visiting c'omrades and guests, in- 
cluding associate members, members of 
the proposed Sons of Veterans camp 
and Woman's Relief corps. Mr. Stock 
ing then spoke briefly, giving a bit of 
war history. 


Silas A. Barton of Waltham, depart- 


ment commander of Massachusetts, 
was the next speaker, and responded 
to the welcome of the post by extend- 
ing the greetings of the state depart- 
ment. 
He dwelt at some length on 


the-negro problem of the south, saying 
that the acts there committed cannot 
be regarded with complacency and 
•without fear for the future. He em- 
phasized the necessity of instructing 
the youth so that they will be able to 
carry on the work where the Grand 
Army men a»id the present generation 
leave off, and urged an amendment to 
the constitution that will enable this 
oppressed race to have its suffrage 
rights. He advocated a strong navy 
and army and believed 
that there 


ought to be a vessel for every state in 
the union equal to the Oregon, which 
would mean that successful naval at- 
tacks by foreign countries as brought 
about by the late war, and said, that 
though some might regret that the flag 
•was flying in places where 
it now 


waves, he believed that 20 years hence 
there would be wonder at the adverse 
and unjust criticism 
of our 
grand 


president, William McKirilcy. The war 
left a peculiar _state of circumstances, 
he added, but there was no desire or 
intention on the part of the adminis- 
tration of shirking the duties which 
now confronted it. He concluded by 
commending the Grand Army for the 
present harmony in the organization. 
The next response was made by A. E. 
Hall and it was deep and eloquent. He 
spoke of the principles which actuated 
our forefathers and the boys of '61, and 
which in fact had been prominent dur- 
ing the whole history of this c'ountry. 
They were born, he said, when the 
Mayflower crossed the ocean and the 
Puritans landed on American soil, and 
they had brought forth an abundant 
harvest. These prlciples were Indi- 
vidual responsibility or capacity, in- 
dividual reliance upon Almighty God. 
These ideas, combined, were responsU 
ble for the success and power of this 
country. There would be war so long 
as there was injustice in tb,ft c'ountry, 
he continued, and referred in Illustra- 
tion to the trusts and combinations 
and other Internal eauaes. The children 
should be taught to defend their liber- 
ties, to possess self determination and 
'tr> trust in Almighty God. "We cannot 
seek liberty ourselves," be concluded, 
''and not be willing to give aid to the 
(down-trodden and oppressed." 


An interesting part of the meeting 


jwas the address of General W. Black- 
jmer of Boston, senior vice-commander 
•vt the stale department, who devoted 
BBMt of his remarks to a story of too 


part taken In the winding up of the 
rebellion by Phil Sheridan's cavalry, of 
which he was a member. He was 
through this interesting part of the 
campaign and no more vivid bit of war 
history was ever heard. He also, re- 
ferred to the desecration of the Amer- 
ican flag and urged that some means 
be taken to preserve the sacredness of 
this most sacred of emblems'. He also 
made mention of the valuable assist- 
ance rendered the northern trocps by 
the colored men during the war and 
scorned the oppressive laws enacted in 
the southern states, 
which 
prevent 


many of southern negroes from equal 
suffrage. 


His remarks were replied to in a wit- 


ty manner by the 
junior vlce-c'om- 


mander 
'of 
the 
Btate 
department, 


Dwlght O. Judd of Holyoke, who said 
that the cavalry didn't whip the rebels 
alone; the Tenth Massachusetts did 
the thrashing, with .a little aid from 
Sheridan's cavalry. 
Mr. Judd 
fol- 


lowed with a succession of wit and hu- 
mor which enlivened the meeting and 
left it in the best kind 'of spirit. He 
referred to Williamstown as a grand 
town, speaking of the birth of foreign 
missions here and to its1 being the 
home of E. P. Hopkins p'ost. He also 
thought that it was a good town to live 
in and likened it unto his kitchen. He 
had six doors in the room in order to 
make a hasty exit when the cock be- 
gan to throw potatoes rather promis- 
cuously and Williamstown resembled it 
in that it enabled a man to get into 
ano'her state very quickly when the 
sheriff was on has track. 


Eev. H. B. Foskett spoke as a rep- 


resentative of the Sons of Veterans and 
refer) ed to the 
patriotism 
of 
the 


mothers of this country as well as the 
sons. Assistant Adjutant General Ed- 
ward P. Preble 'of Boston, a member of 
the navy during the civil war, spoke 
in behalf of the navy, and was follow- 
ed by Past Department Commander 
Arthur 
Smith of Colrain. who was 


commander of the department when E. 
P. Hopkins was organized and had the 
honor of granting the charter. George 
B W.aterman was- the next 
speaker 


and scored the unjust criticism of the 
administration, and he was followed by 
Capt W. J. Cr'osier of Holyoke, who 
spnke of the assistance of the colored 
troops in the capture of San Juan and 
El Caney in the Spanish war, awarding 
to them most <of the credit for the suc- 
cess of those two attacks. 
He be- 


lieved in a representative navy and 
army. L. J. Gardner and H. J. Millafd 
of post 79 of North Adams were the 
last speakers of the evening. Arthur 
Lester sang a s'olo.at the close, the 
party breakirtg up with singing. 


The Woman's Belief 
corps united 


with the post in making the event a 
success and the refreshments were 
served mostly by them. There were 
four tables, three stretching the length 
of the hall, with the fourth at the 
head of the hall, at which the depart- 
ment officers and visiting guests were 
seated. Commander Walker sat at the 
head 'of the table and near him were 
Toastmaster Crosier and A. E. Hall, 
who offered prayer before the plates 
were turned. The rations were partly 
army rations but the women would 
not c'onsent to sending away the party 
with only hardtack and coffee and 
there were dainties in abundance.

ROAD SUPERINTENDENT. 


Fear That Dr. Bascom May Not Be 


Appointed Causes Alarm. 


The meeting of the selectmen Sat- 


urday for the purpose of appointing a 
superintendent of roads 
is 
causing 


much interest since the report was rife 
yesterday ftiat the board was not in 
favor of following the instructions of 
the town by giving the appointment to 
Dr. Bascom. of Williams college. The re 
port caused general anxiety among the 
townspeople and yesterday e r.deavors 
were made to ascertain if there was 
any foundation to the story. Though 
the selectmen refused to commit them 
selves "when interviewed it seems cer- 
tain that at least the majority of the 
board is opposed to the appointment 
of Dr. Bascom. 


Several prominent business men dis- 


cussed the matter quite freely yester- 
day and it was stated that so sure as 
the instructions of the town were not 
followed a special meeting would be 
called and the present board would be 
asked to resign. They believe that the 
time for the selectmen to have refused 
to appoint Dr. Bascom was when his 
name was mentioned at the meeting 
and when they failed to make objec- 
tion at that time they place themselves 
in a postioin which now demands that 
they follow the vote cast that day.

friends our pen goes in tfae same direction 
We open a book and a fold ot note paper at 
the left side. That is because we read in 
the same direction as the sun moves, and 
of course -we must write in a correspond- 
ing way. But there are two points to be 
noted in this co'nnsction. We tnrn the 
leaves over from right to left, whereas it 
Is really easisrtodo astbe Jews do — begin 
at what we call the end and turn the 
leaves with the ran.

Henry Clar Pierced Deep Sea Crml»-

The new yacht uow baildlng at Nix- 


on's shipyard, lullr-abethport, N. J., 
from designs by Gardner & Cor for 
Henry Clay Pierce of St. Iioulf has 
beeu designed for de*9 sea cruising 
exclusirelv. Her plans call for a boat 
25S feet long, SO feat beam, 20 feet 
depth of bold and 14 feet draft 


This boat la a departure from the ac- 


cepted type of American steam yachts 
and will resemble in outward appear- 
ance Eugene Hlgglns' Varuna, saji the 
New York Tribune. Mr. Pierce'* re- 
quirements are for a boat to have a 
speed at sea of 14 knots and 6,000 
miles' steaming radius without recoal- 
Ing. The boat will be about 1,000 tons 
displacement and have a free board of 
18 feet forward, with a continuous hur- 
ricane deck. She will be twlo screw, 
with two four cylinder triple expan- 
sion engines and two Scotch boilers, 
with a working pressure of 200 pounds, 
the horsepower being about 2,400, 


On the main deck forward will be.;the 


dining room, finished In carved teak. 
The library IB to be finished In Circas- 
sian walnut, with carved bookcases, 
divuns, table and chairs to match. Aft 
cf this is the lobby, wlta stairs leading 
to the after and lower accommoda- 
tions, and aft of this the music room 
or grand saloon, finished in white ma- 
hogany and satin wood. On tb« leek 
above is the smoking room, finished 
also in Circassian walnut, fitted with 
writing desks anil book shelves, to be 
used as a study for the owner's boys. 
Above this Is the steering bridge, run- 
ning out to the side of the vessel, fitted 
with steam steering gear, engine room 
telegraph, searchlight and a complete 
telephone system to all parts of the 
boat. 


The owner's quarters are to consist 


of a large double stateroom, with a 
communicating bathroom, and opening 
into a study or office, both finished 
In white mahogany. All of the rooms 
throughout the boat are fitted with the 
latest electrical devices, such as elec- 
tric curling irons, electric pressing 
Irons, portable fans for artificial venti- 
lation, and each closet throughout the 
boat is fitted with an automatic electric 
light, which shines when the door is 
opened and is shut off when the door Is 
closed.

His chief criticism is that the city 


should pay instead of borrow just as 
far as possible, and that a halo is being 
made for somebody by keeping the tax 
rate down, while placing a burden of 
debt on future taxpayers lor things the 
city should pay for now. 


Another point against 
which 
he 


wished to protest was the granting of 
the school appropriation. 
He is in 


favor of granting 
every cent of the 


money appropriated, but believes that 
it should be done with a. very clear un- 
derstanding as to how it is going to bd 
spent. At the March meeting of ihe 
council Mr. Whitney took a decided 
stand against what he believed to be 
favoritism.
